Free Port vs. Protectloa. 



NotwilliBlandinjr all that has receutly 
appeared in llio colonial preas upon tho 
Bubjoct of a Froo Port for Victoria, 
TindGF Gonfederftlion, it is surpii-ing to 
observe tho amount of tnisnpprehonBion 
Still pervading tlio pablic raind in regard 
to it. Even people of intolligonco will 
persist in weighing tlio advanfigos and 
disadyaiitflges of a Freo Port as against 
thoBo of a proteotivo Customs Tariff, 
framed bi/, and oxprosisly for, British 
Columbia. ISecd wo say that this is al' 
wrong ? The advocates of a Free Port 
UQder Confedariition have, as a matter 
of course, been woighing the advan- 
tages of their theory as against those 
arising from such protection as would 
be afiorded under a Custocns Tariff 
framed by tho Parliament at Ottawa 
for the bomaion. The present writer 
■will yield lo do man io a desire to see 
agricultoral and iadastrial pursuiis 
flourieb and expand aoder a healthy 
and diBoriminatint; protection ; nnd were 
the qaeslion of a Free Port for tisis sec- 
tion ot the Colony to be discnsBed in 
view of a condition of tbintcs under 
which we could frame tariffs lo suit the 
particular interests of tbis Colony we 
might hesitate to advocate a sobeme by 
wbicli free trade wonld extend over the 
whole of Vaucouvcr Island. But, as 
we Lavo said, the whole subject mu'^t he 
approached in the light of Coi federation, 
and tbo udvantaKOs and disndvantafTOs 
weighed as against those which would 
result, not from oar present tariff, nor 
from any tariff' wlilcli our own L.-gisln^. 
tare raight bo presuraad to frame, bat 
from the Dominion tariff. Viewing the 
subject from this tho only true stand- 
point, we bavo no he'-itatiion in express- 
ing the firm oouviciion, a concioiion 
Btreagthoned every day. that it is clear- 
ly the true policy of British Columbia 
as a whole, and especially ot Victoria, 
as an important part, to employ every 
legitimatB and coustitutional means for 
tbo purpose of securing a Free Port 
tnder Confederation. In order thin 
the readermaj, perhaps, have a clearer^ 
OODceptiOD of the reasoos for the faith 
that is in ai,we iovite careful attention 
to a few of the principal items in the 
Dominion tariff bearing directly upon 
this point. We find a • 'Free Llai" com* 
priaing Udo hundred and thirty-eight 
articles} and amongst tbeio are: Grain 
of all Icinds, floor of wheat and rye, 
Indian corn , Indian meal, hay, vegot- 
ubles for culinary purposes, bulbs., plauts, 
shrubs, trees, hops, hides, wool, egg^ 
machinery whin used in the original 
constrnoiion of Kiills or factories, fresh 
fish, tobacco unmanufactured, lloie, 
then, wo havo in the free list nearly 
every arlicio in rrs;)ec'. oi which a pro- 
tective tariff would ho dmirablc! it is 
true wo find butter liable to a duly ot 
4 CCD's a pound, cheese 3 ceiits, laid 
and tallow 1 cent, meats, fresh, salted 
or smoked, including bacon, hams, &c , 1 
oenl; bat what a mockery of protection 
ispieseDted in respect of these few articles, 
when the rate of duty they bear is compar- 
«d with tbo rate imposed by oar own 
Tarifif. In truth the only article that 
wonld enjoy a protection worth men- 
tioning under the Canadian Tariff is 
that of live stock, whicli ie as follows : 
nor8«8,$l5 ; horned cattle. $10 ; swioo 
$2 ; sbeep, $1, rates which we are dis- 
posed to think would suit tho Mainland 
admirably in the course of a year cr 
wo, bat the adoptability of which to 
this section of the Colony may, perhaps, 
be open to qaohtioij. But even here it 
must be ronncmberod that a bi^i 
BltiQghterhoose on, say, San Juan I-Iand 
would supply our inurkoi withlresh meat, 
which would only bate to pay ono cent, 
a pound duly I Now, then, we have 
tho sai jeci in a unl-sliell. Shall we re- 
linquish all the advamages of a Free 
Port for Vancouver Island, in order 
that the fari:>ors on it may enjoy a pro- 
tection of4C(.ntBU pound on choece, 
1 cent a pound t-ti |uid and tallow, and 
1 cent a pound on bacon, hQir.i, bocf, 
mutton and racutn ol uH kind ? aud es- 
pecially bhall we do th\s with the snie 
and certain prospect, oi having even 
that infiniiesi mill modiounti of protec- 
tion swept, u\73y under tho opwutions of 
a Reciprocity Treaty which ai\ ho ar- 
dently desire to see cstsblishcd ? Let 
ibo people, the farmers and industsial 
olaeses, be honest with themselves an^i 
their follow colonist j let them look tho 
question fair and square in tho faco. 
They cannot have ihoir cake and cat it 
Lot them romomier the dog in the 
fable. It Is jast possible that we may 
b« told, "But, in all this yoa assnmu 
that wo shall have Ooufederatlon ?''. 0( 
contae we do; and the sooner all* a^^ 
ume this, and act upon it by setting 
tbelr'lf(\ase in order, the better. Pttb- 
lio aebtiment on the Mftinlaad is aoi 



doubly, in terror ot Oonfedoralion ; and 
we verily beliere there aro but few oven 
in this Colony who, when the issue comes 
to be fairly presented, will oppose it. 
It is tho desire of the Oanadiau Gov- 
ern mont to complete the great sobamo 
as soon as practicable, and it is the 
polioy and desire of tbo Imperial Gov- 
ernment that British Columbia should 
be embraced in that sohemOj although 
that Governmonl will not ''force" 
this or any other community in ; bnt 
tho terms ' 'force'* when employed in 
a diplomatic sense must be noderstood 
with considerable qualifieaticn. There 
is a very homely proborb which says 
"There aro more ways than one of, kill- 
ing a oat." 

TIcc-Rfgal Fisitaiion. 



Although little more than a fort- 
night in tho Colony, his E.\-cel!ency Gov- 
ernor Musgravo i^ now on a visitation 
which is designed to extend from the 
Straits of Faca to the foot>>bille of the 
Rocky Mountains. Tbis circnmstance 
is ot bopefol import, iodioaticg, as it 
does, promptitude, eneriry, and deter- 
mination to see and judji^e for himself, 
tils Excelleuoy will everywhere meet 
with a loyal and hearty welcome ; and 
wherover ho finds a settled community 
of British subjects on the mainland, 
there be will find a community dtsirous 
of seeing British Institutions on tbis 
continent coaoslidaled and p«rpetaaled 
by Confoderalicn. At New Wostinins- 
ter he will havo boon as'^urod by for- 
mal address. At Yalo he will bo simi- 
larly assnred, and that, wo foel por- 
suaded, in no ambiguous terms. At ' 
Lyiton, should ho tarry long enough, lie 
will hear the same wish expressed, ai.d 
lio will penetrate tho mountain fant-. 
nosHes of Cariljuo only to listen to the 
rep'.!tition of tho sellsame wish, only in 
more ardonL terms. Ttius hi-t E.\cel- 
leney will roiiirn to tho Soat of Govern, 
munt with a distinct Itnowlodgo of tliu 
(net — :i fart frequently stated but somu- 
timiiH quoslioned by persons in tliis 
community — tbat whatever diff-'reneo 
of opii.ion may exist in this fcclion of 
tho Colony as to the desfirability ol 
becoming a Province of tho Do- 
minion which is already "raxing" 
i's neck over the Rooky Moun- 
tains to invite us into the great British 
Nurih American family oirole, no dif^ 
feronce of opinion exists in regard to it 
on the Mainland. Should bis Excellency 
take time to penetrate below the crust 
be will find that the people on the 
Mainland are not actuated by a blind, 
unreasoning, and unreasonable desiie 
for Confederation. There is probably 
not a ^07ia Me Colonist in the oonti- 
noiital part of the Oolooy, we might 
ulm'^st venture to say, in the United 
Colony, who would u.'t look at tho sub" 
y-Ql from a iriie JJritish Culuiabi'n 
^ta[id-])oiiit, iip[)roa('li tlio terms wiih 
earnestness and Caution, ami with a cio- 
terininaiion tliat thin uiajfniQcent Co'~ 
ony sliall not lie placed in a lalso pi).si^ 
tion , or its riglus, just ])rotenM'on3 and 
interests forfeiteJ, ignored or Haeritlced. 
While eager for a change to which alone 
they lo'ik uh the meims of restorirg 
their political rights and public o ufi- 
dence and prosperity, yet they would 
proler many years ot waiting to makmg 
any unjust sacriQce. Upun this 
point, however, we apprehend there 
's not yory much ground lor 
a{arm. As a leading Cabinet Minister 
r^'^ntly said in a letter to a corre-ipond- 
ent in tbis Colony: "Canada expects 
to lose money for some years by the 
admi sion of British Columbia, and 'n 
prepared to deal most liberally by her.'* 
Canadian statesmen are neither knaves 
nor fools. They would not, if they 
could, (ntr;ip Brili>h Columbia into 
Coniii'ieration upon uulair or dirtlionur- 
abie tOMii'*.
